2 Below we give the last of the 
series of golfing: arlicles contrib- 
uted to the New York Evening 
Post by Harry Vardon :—

in the memory. They present 
themeelves to every grade of the 
golfing community It happens 
attimes that the long-handicap 
playeracc: mpliahess stroke which:

A Well-Stliced Ball. -

knows from long experience sud 
perristent practiosin the higher 
scienca of the game the resron 
whv the ball does 8 thrillingly use- 
fal thing. Iam reminded of thia 
matter bv a shot which J. H. 
Taylor. played in a recent ware. 
fand niatch; in which he and I 
opposed’ James Braid and Alex- 
ander Herd on the. Mid-Surrey 
couree, near London—s match 
mhich by the way, showed thst 
Britain takesan interest in golf 
even in the midet of tbe European 
inferno, as about 3,000 epectatora 
were present. At one hole our 
ball wan badly stymied .by trées, 
They were two high to ‘permit of 
a pitching ehot,: and -yet it wae 
aécesssry that Taylor should 
reach the green: He took 8 
bresaie, played right away to the 
left, and imparted such 8. pro- 
digious slica to the ball that, near 
the end of its fl ght, it swag in 
slmost like a boomersig . and 
landed cloze to the hole.
